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Two-Thirds of Students Quit School Due to Lack of Money, Parent Interest 


By JIM PINSON 

A high percentage of Georgia 
students are quitting the classroom 
before graduation, state school of- 
ficials say. Many of them are ill- 
equipped for the rough-and-tumble 
business of making a living. 

Claude Pwureell, director of 
school administration for the State 
Department of Education. esti- 
mates that only about one-third of 
approximately 63,000 students who 
entered the first grade in 1941 will 
receive high school diplomas this 
spring. 


Georgia law requires that a 
“child’’ remain in school until he 
is 16 years old. He may then quit 


if he chooses to go job-hunting and 
there's little school authorities can 
du about it. 

Census figures snow chat in 1950 
only 49.980 Georgians in the 16-17 
age bracket were enrolled in 
school Total population for that 
age group was 117,515. 

The figures mean that 42.5 per 
cent of the 16 and 17-year-old boys 
ond girls were not in school in 
1950. The percentage was the sec- 


ond highest in the nation. 
Purcell points out that the high 


rate of school leavers during the 
census year is partly explained by 
the fact that Georgia’s 12-grade 
system was not in general opera- 
tion at that time. 

He also cited the high percentage 
of drop-outs in Negro schools as a 
major factor in raising the out-of- 
school figure for that year. 

“Many Negro students left 
school because they were unable 
to finish their high school studies 
due to lack of facilities in their

Purcell said Georgia schools ere 
acting to remedy this situation by 
expanding the curriculum, offer- 
ing vocational work to students 
who do not plan to attend college. 
Consolidated schools over the 
state are now equipped to offer 
many programs of study which 
were not available at small rural 
schools, Purcell pointed out. 
While it is very difficult to cope 
with economic problems pertaining 
to early school leavers schoo] 
systems in Georgia are hammer- 
ing away at parental apathy 


through various public opinion me 
dia and through visiting teachers, 
the modern-day counterpart of the 
old truant officers. 

The visiting teachers—there are 
now 143 in Georgia—go into the 
homes to discuss problems with 
the student and parents. 

Former classroom teachers 
trained in sociology, the visiting 
teachers are credited by school au- 
fhorities with helping to curb the 
number of dropouts.

Ike’s Great Speech 
Has Sharp Contrast 


President Eisenhower's speech at Co- 
lumbia University last week was one of 
the most powerful denunciations of dema- 
goguery in recent history. He upheld in 
eloquent terms the classic American te os 
of freedom to dissent, of having opin! 
and expressing them without being perse- 
cuted therefor. 

At almost the exact time, however. 
another one of the strange contrasts with 
which we've become accustomed during 


his administration occurred. America’s 
most distinguished scientist. Dr. Robert 
Oppenheimer, was refused security clear- 


ance by a special board set up by the 
Atomic Energy Commission—even though 
he had been cieared a number of times 
before on the same charges.

Added Consumption Is 


Solution for Dairymen 


Georgia dairymen, through the milk 


contro! ard, have launched a $25.000 
advertising campaign to induce people to 
use more dairy products. Its effective- 
ness will be limited, perhaps, by the con- 
tinued high prices set by the board itself, 
but the idea 1s sound 

The country’s dairy indust has un- 
dertaken a nationwide campaign in the 
Same direction but from different mo- 
ives. The national drive to sell more 
dairy products is a reflection of farmers’ 
concern about the recent cut in govern- 
ment price supports of from 90 per cent 
to 75 per cent of parity 

These farmers hope to make up their 
loss in price through increased praduction 
and this must be consumed or else the 
government will be back in the market for 
dairy products on a bigger scale than ever. 
Secretary Benson already is predicting 
that he’ll buy more butter next vear, even 


than

consumption of 
milk products is already getting results. 
Department of Agriculture figures show 
that per capita consumption went up 
steadily during 1953. Consumption of but- 
ter was the only item that declined. 

Many new merchandising ideas are be- 
ing tried. Milk sales in a Chicago high 
school, for instance, jumped 70 per cent 
after installation of vending machines. 
Similar machines all over the country 
could produce a milk shortage overnight, 
say optimistic dairymen. The idea has 
Secretary Benson’s hearty endorsement. 

The device could increase milk con- 
sumption by 15 to 20 per cent, says a 
spokesman for the American Dairy Assn. 
The marketing goal is to make milk avail- 
able, not scarce. 

If every fourth person would drink 
only one more glass of milk per day, say 
agricultural statisticians, the dairy prob- 
lem would be solved.

nation, permanent solution to the dairy 
and other farm problems does not lie in 
dependence upon government subsidies or 
artificial price controls. As Mr. Benson 
puts it: “What the government can give, 
the government can take away. Any in-

upon an artificial economy that leaves its 
future open to the whims of legislative 
process.” 

Dairy products are needed for con- 
sumption, not storage. Added consump- 
tion will solve both the problem of sur- 
plus and prices.

The Committee Forms 
A Little ‘Legislature’ 


A committee has been defined as a 
body that keeps minutes and wastes hours. 
Reference to a committee is a convenient 
way to pass a “hot potato” or to bury an 
unpopular proposal. 

On the other hand, no large organiza- 
tion can function without committees. 
The danger has become too much depend- 
ence on the committee and too much pow- 
er in its hand. The McCarthy commit: 
tee is of course a case in point. But it is 
onlv an example. 

The executive editor of the Washing- 
ton Post, J. Russell Wiggins, told students 
at Northwestern University’s Medill 
School of Journalism that “too much gov- 
ernment takes place in the committee 
room. 

He cited the fact that 44 per cent of 
all 83rd Congress committee meetings are 
closed to the press and he said, “We do 
not enjoy, as newspapermen, the access we 
ought to have in the legislative branch 
in order to let the people know what they 
should know.” 

Congress as a whole wouldn't think of, 
indeed it wouldn’t dare to close its ses- 
sions to the press and the public. But it 
does that in effect when one of its com- 
mitees meets behind closed doors. | 

Legislation in the public interest can 
be killed in committee as surely as it ean 
on the floor of the House or Senate. Wh 
it is, the people have a right to know a 
why and by whom.

Dr. W. H. Tucker, Evanston’s commissioner 
of health, reported last week: 

Dental examinations, including X-rays, of 


all the teeth of 2.000 Evanston children 6 to & 
years old during the past year have revealed a 
decrease of 58 per cent in dental decay in per- 
manent teeth. No detrimental effects of any 
sort have been found in children or adults on 
careful medical ¢«xamination. 


In line with these findings, the City Council 
of Evanston adovted a resolution reaffirming 
its endorsement of fluoridation. 


If the findings are correct—and there is no 
reason to believe they are not—then Evanston 


. children have been spared a tremendous amount 


of suffering and their parents large sums of 
money and considerable worry as a result of 
fluoridation. In addition, such a dramatic de- 
crease in tooth decay doubtless has meant an 
en in the general health of the chil- 
ren. 


Richmond has not had fluoridation long 
enough yet for any determination to be made 
as to its value here. But based on Evanston’s 
experience, the outlook for improved dental 
health among Richmond children is most en- 
couraging.
